The first sharp oc- 
curred earlier in the year as a re- 
sult of the attacks of Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover on the Steven- 
son rubber-growing restriction 
scheme, which were followed by 
the announcement of ambitious 
plans for rubber production by 
several American companies in ter- 
ritory not controlled by British in- 
terests. The growing whe of re- 
claimed rubber, which has helped 
to keep down the consumption of 
the rew product, has been another 
factor. he rey, longer life 
of certgin makes of tires also is 
one of the reasons advanced for 
the declining trend of commodity 
prices,

Continued Increase of Imports Over Exports-Held as 
Unlikely to Become Permanent

NEW YORK, April 15.—For the third consecutive month met+ 
chandise imports into this country have exceeded exports and many 
persons will draw the inference that our 1926 trade is turning badly 


against us. 

That more goods are coming 
into our ports this year than have 
been shipped out is plain enough 
to those who follow the trade re- 
turna. In January we had an ex- 
ceas of $20,000,000 imports over 
exports, tn February the excess 
was $36,000,000, and now we learn 
that in March it was $70,000,000. 
Certainly the 1926 trend to date in- 


dicates an increasing volume of 
imports, but the condition is not 
one at which to take alarm, for 
beneath all is a movement that in 
the end is destined to benefit the 
industry as a whole. 

Without discussing for the mo- 
ment the question whether ovur 
trade position is about to change 
permanently to an excess of mer- 
chandise importa, it may be well to 
say that such a reversal is not in- 
dicated by returns yet at hand. 
Almost invariably our imports rise 
in the early months of any calen- 
dar year as raw materiale are 
brought In and exports fall after 
the autumn crop shipments. 

It so happens that imports in 
March of this year were abnhormal- 
ly swelled by a heavy inflow of 
rubber at higher prices, and this 
item alone accounts for more than 
half of the total increase in im- 
ports for the month. Similarly 
the March decline in exports may 
be traced primarily to the shrink- 
oo in cotton shipments and the 
reduced price of the commodity. 
A peculiar set of circumstances 
surrounded both the tnward rub- 
ber movement and the outward 
cotton movement that month. 

As the season of year for ship- 
ment of our cotton and grain ex- 
ports will rise, and at that period 
we do not ordinarily import so 
heavily of raw materials, ex- 
ports doubleless will again | off- 
set imports by a good margin. 

While a large importation of 
certain goods increases in compe- 
tttion for particular industries here, 
the greater part of our imports 
consist, it must be remembered, of 
raw matertals that our man c- 
turers need in making finished ma- 
tertala, 

Now that we are a creditor na- 
tion, furthermore, we must wel- 
come efforts of our debtors to set- 
tlhe their obligatio@s here and this

SAYS EARTH 
NOT MADE 
IN ONE ACT 


Geologist Holds Past Has 
Demonstrated Its Evolution 


Through Successive Stages | 


By a “Times” Staff Correspondent 

PASADENA, April 15.—TIt is 
impossible that the earth should 
have been created by a single act 
of creation unless forces and prin- 
ciples of cause and effect then were 
absolutely different from what they 
are now, declared Dr. John P. 
Buwalda, head of the department 
of geology at the California In- 
stitute of Technology, in the sec- 
ond part of his lecture on the ge- 
ological history of the earth. His 
address, which was given at the 
Institute tonight, was one of a 
series on the broader aspects of 
evolution. 

The past demonstrates the evolu- 
tion of the, arth to its present 
state through successive eras. he 
said, and geologists now can ex- 
plain; moet of the mysteries which 
baffied men of medieval times. The 
earth's geological history, he said, 
shows the same processes operated 
again and again. ‘ 

Geological study indicates that 
the earth is now in the greatest 
mountain-making period in its his- 
tory, the surface now probably be- 
ing more ruggedthan ever before. 

Northern Europe and Northern 
Ameriga probably underwent gla- 
cial invasions on several occasions, 
he said. and we are now in a wan- 
ing giactal period. The period be- 
tween glacial encroachments: in 
the past is estimated at 12,000 to 
20.000 years. 

The Pacific Coast range appar- 
entiy was covered by water many 
times in the Cenozoic Age, the last 
prehistoric period, he said.

Federal Levy Taken Of, 
But Public Fails to Reap 
Benefits at Most Shows 


Maybe the play was the thing 
away back in Shakespeare's time, 
Just as he said it was, but now 
the price of admission is hogging 
the spotlight. At least that is the 
indication of letters which The 
Times is receiving from theater- 
goers who are complaining, with 
considerable sarcasm, that they 
have received no benefit from the 
recent ticket-tax reduction. 

Softening somewhat toward a 
tax-weary people, the Federal gov- 
ernment decreed that on March 29, 
last, and thereafter the 10 per cent 
| tax should be taken off tickets that 
sold for 75 cents or less. The 
former limit was 50 cents. 

Seventy-five-cent tickets were 
selling for 83 cents (765 plus 10 per 
cent) and, according to the fa- 
box-office notice. the 66-cent 
\ticket was made up of 59 cents 
for admission and 6 cents tax. 

So when the vast audience heard 
those kindly lines from the lead 
actor it saw the tax slide off into 
oblivion and ticket prices come 
down—that !t is thought it did. In 
some instances, it was u fact, in 
others just stage illusion. 

Inquiry yesterday developed tha: 
virtually all of the 838-cent ticket: 
have been reduced to 75 cents and 
that virtually none of the 65-cen! 
tickets has been reduced. 

The explanation of the theater 
operators is simple. Operation 
costs, they said, have so gone up 
b— this 10 per cent decrense to 
theatergoers has of necessity been 
|eonverted into a 10 per cent in- 


crease for therniselves without tn-

|ereasing the customary 
price charged theatergoers. 

This 10 per cent increase, they 
said, is necessary because of the 
fact that they have been absorb- 
ing rising operation costae without 
passing them on to the public and

Attacking the Federal administration 
on the wholly absurd ground that it is “giv- 
ing the farmers the Coue treatment,” 
Representativ6 Kincheloe of Kentucky, a 
blatant Democrat, asks Secretary of Agri- 
culture Jardine to “dispel this cloud of se- 
crecy and lay his cards on the table.” 
It is conceded on all sides that the farm 
relief problem is one of the hardest nuts to 


posed no measure of relief in the least ade- 
quate. Congressman Kincheloe’s satirical 
sthtements are in line with those of his 
Democratic colleagues, who always can be 
relied upon in any emergency to darken 
counsel by words without wisdom. 

Farm relief legislation is fraught with 


‘great diMiculties—far greater, indeed, than 


are commonly encountered by those pro- 
posing government manipulation or control 
of an industry, and dangerous meddling 
must be avoided. Realizing these things, 
President Coolidge wisely has refrained 
from suggesting any arbitrary measure 
which smacks of paternalism or which in- 


‘cludes a price-fixing program. 


Since the war there have been several 
bills before Congress providing for the 
stabilization of farm product prices. Some 
of the most arbitrary ones were the off- 
spring of offensive partisanship. The Presi- 
dent proposes one remedy, so, of course, his 
critics propose others of an entirely differ- 
ent nature. To have food prices stabilized 
in a way to insure the country producer 
something more than the pitiable 2 per cent 
upon the assessed value of his property, 
which is about all that he now receives, 
would be an excellent thing. But to do this 
by government price-fixing, which most of 
the Democrats seem to favor, would, as 
President Coolidge says, destroy the inde- 
pendence of the farmer and antagonize the 
consumer if it were extended over a long 
period. It is doubtful, in fact, if the plan 
would work long, as the overwhelming in- 
terest of the consumer would’ be sure to 
dominate in the end. 

There has not been the slightest secrecy 
as to the President's stand in this matter. 
though the Democrats would have it appeur 
that he is working under cover with Secre 
tary Jardine to evolve a plan by which the 
whole issue may be dodged. But in this, as 
in many other difficult problems, the Presi- 
dent has shown himself to be anything but 
an isste-dodger. He has worked openly, ac- 
tively and energetically to promote the wel- 
fare of the farmers by co-operative market- 
Ing. But he is stoutly opposed to any 
scheme which shall make agriculture a gov- 
ernment business while at the same time it 
is a private business. 

To say, as ite enemies do, that the ad- 
ministration is doing nothing to aid the 
farmer, is wholly to overlook the fact that 
the Federal government is annually ex- 
pending about $140,000,000, or about one- 
Gfth of its total prewar expenditure, in the 
enormous activities of the Department of 
Agriculture which are all in the interest of 
the tiller of the soil. 

Senator Norris urges a plan by which our 
farm products would be marketed for what 
they will bring in foreign countries, the 
loss to be made up to the producers by guar- 
anteeing them a price for their surplus 
which would bring fair returns al! around. 
One objection to this is that it would make 
the American buyer bear the burden of low 
foreign prices. Another objection is that it 
would result In wholesale overproduction. 
If fair returns on foreign shipments were 
guaranteed, the farming industry would re- 
celve a tremendous stimulus, and it would 
be at the expense of American consumers. 

President Coolidge is aware of all these 
facts. His plan of co-operative marketing 
on the lines that have been so successfu! : 
California and a few other States, seems to 
be about as far as he is willing to go at 
present, despite all the beautiful schemes 
presented to him by economic visionaries. 
He believes that the emergency is not so 
acute that a careful application of the plan 
would fail of success. 

To impress their constituents with their 
zeal in behalf of the farmer the Democrats 
in Congress may think it necessary to resort 
to noisy clamor and smart-Aleck phrase- 
making such as that of the Representative 
from Kentucky, with his reference to “giv- 
ing the farmers the Coue treatment,” but 
it no convic- 

If the Democrats bave no practicable plan 
of their own for the alleviation of the sit- 
uafion let them stop their silly clamor and 
fall in line for co-operative marketing. 


OOF OF THE WORLD 
To climb to the summit of Mt. Everest, 
29,000 feet above the sea, and set foot on 
the highest point of land on this planet is 
the lofty ambition of Capt. J. B. L. Noel 
of the British army. Capt. Noel was with 


tthe Mt. Everest expedition of 1922 and also 


that of 1924, in which two of his comrades 
lost their lives, presumably from heart fail- 
ure, because of their tremendous exertions 
at an altitude of over 28,000 feet, or less 
than 1000 feet from the top. 

Capt. Noe] believes that Everest can be 
conquered. He is anxious to make a new 
trial and will be on his way as soon as he 
can get permission from the Dalai Lama of 


Tibet, who has once more interdicted the 
climbing of the mountain on the ground 
that too many lives have been lost in the 
dangerous ascent. The British government 
has persuaded the Lama on previous occa- 
sions to set aside these interdictions and 
doubtless it will be able to do so again, as 
British scientists are clamoring for the 


+climb. 


There has been talk of an airplane flight 
to the summit. .This has piqued the Alpine 
Clab, which sees a possible loss of pres- 
tige. It wants one of its members to 
achieve the summit. Capt. Noel, who is 
chafing for the start, says that oxygen 
tanke may be taken along. These, how- 


‘ever, might prove a serious handicap in 


altitudes where a ten-pound load is a very 
heavy one. 

Nothing so captivates the imagination or 
challenges the endurance of the venture- 
some as high mountain-climbing. One 
should be speciaily constituted to endure 


such an ordeal, though fitness may be at- 


tained by persistent cultivation. There are 
rare persons who are naturally fit for it, 
those who have a pulse beat at sea level 
of about sixty to the minute. Such a pulse 
will beat seventy or seventy-five at 10,000 
feet or over, while a normal pulse of sev- 


enty will rise to ninety or ninety-five. One 


can imagine what a raging pulse a climber 
would have at ay elevation of 29,000 feet, 
or nearly twice that of the tallest moun- 


tain in California.

ILATARY TRAINING 

Last year 30,000 or more young Amer- 
jeans attended Civilian Military Training 
Camps in various parts of the United 
States. Official reports, compiled in the 
Surgeon-General’s office carefully 
checked data, show an average gain of 
several pounds and an increased chest 
measurement of nearly an inch as a result 
of the month's training our boys under. 
went at these schools for soldiers. 

On the score of improving the health 
and physique alone of the young patriots 
who attend them, Civilian Military Train- 
ing Camps have more than justified their 
formal acceptance. Beyond a doubt they 
provide a store of stamina—at a time when 
such stamina can be best stored—from 
which these young civilian soldiers will be 
able to draw a supply of resistance to dis- 
ease and the ravages of age in the after 
years. 

One specific instance from the Plattsburg 
Barracks camp Illustrates the wonderful 
physical betterments brought about by mil- 
itary training. This camp took one abnor- 
mally fat specimen and trimmed him down 
twenty-nine pounds, leaving him with a 
firm muscular covering in place of the su- 
perfluous adipose deposit. In later years 
overfieshed men and women spend hun- 
dreds of dollars to get such results, and 
spend them in vain. Prevention is easy for 
youth submitting to properly administered 
training. Cure for the same conditions in 
age is difficult where it ig not entirely im- 
possible. 

If the youth of the land realized how 
much Civilian Military Training Camps add 
to their physique and strengthen their con- 
stitution—-how muoh easier *% is to build 
up these from a right start than to restore 
them after a wrong one—these camps would 
be for boys the most popular vacation re- 
sorts in the country. An undernourished 
lad under scientific army supervision gained 
eighteen pounds in one of the camps. For 
him the service rendered meant a new 
lease on life. Among the 646 boys at 
Camp Lewis, Washington, last summer the 
average gain in weight was five pounds, 
all in the shape of solid brawn and mus- 
cle. 

Physical training, of course, was not the 
main object of the promoters in establish- 
ing summer schools for soldiers. In a way 
it is only a by-product.

North Carolina mountains are be-
